THERE is a diso rder o ccu rring 
in children which dev elo ps mo st o ft­ 
en du ring the seco nd half o f the 
first year, and almo st always in 
children u nder two years o f age. 
This co nditio n, called ao ro dynia, 
begins gradu ally, with restlessness, 
nerv o u sness, sleeplessness, and lo ss

there is scaling o f the palms and 
so les. A generalized rash, made u p 
o f pimples which hav e a du sty red 
co lo r, dev elo ps o v er the tru nk and 
o ther parts o f the bo dy. The pa­ 
tients sweat a great deal, ev en in 
chilly weather. The mu scles beco me 
weakened. There is fear o f light, 
and the child u su ally keeps his head 
bu ried in his pillo w. The gu ms are 
swo llen, and the teeth frequ ently 
beco me lo o se and fall o u t. Rapid 
heart beat and increased blo o d pres­ 
su re are always present. 


Mercu ric Preparatio n 
Recently, it has been no ted that 
so me babies with acro dyma had 
been giv en so me fo rm o f mercu ric 
preparatio n. Two babie* had re­ 
ceiv ed so me po wder co ntaining cal­

called Bal, has been u sefu l in the 
treatment o f mercu ry po iso ning; 
hence these babies were treated 
with Bal. 
After abo u t six days o f treat­ 
ment, the babies sho wed remark­ 
able impro v ement. The hands and 
feet became a no rmal co lo r, the fear 
o f light was gradu ally lessened, and 
the rash faded. Sweating was no 
lo nger ex cessiv e. The babies’ appe­ 
tites impro v ed and there was im­ 
pro v ement in the co nditio n o f the 
mu scles. 
It is no t likely that the ingestio n 
o f mercu ry is respo nsible fo r all 
cases o f acro dynia. Ho wev er, it 
wo u ld appear likely that in a nu m­ 
ber o f insances the mercu ry is re­ 
spo nsible. Of co u rse, in these cases, 
Bal brings pro mpt impro v ement. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


A Reader: Will yo u please tell me 
whether Ho dgkin’s disease is the 
same as cancer? 
Answer: Ho dgkin’s disease is a 
co nditio n in which the lymph glands 
o f the bo dy enlarge and in which 
there is marked anemia. The ex act 
cau se o f the co nditio n has no t been 
determined. Certain featu res o f the 
disease indicate that it may be an 
acu te infectio n. 
Apparently it is no t the same as 
cancer; ho wev er, it is a serio u s dis­ 


qu alifies at o nly fifteen per cent o f t h e 
quo ted v alues. The fifteen per cent repre­ 
sented the actual inv estment o f the traders, 
the o ther eig hty -fiv e per cent was bo rro wed 
mo ney .

A reader of the magazine “Life,** w a s 
angered over the continued pre-eminence 
of one of its editors whose political history 
he did not like. So he wrote to the editor of 
“ Life." Henry H. Luce. The reply to that 
letter did not come from Luce but f r o m 
John Shaw Billings, who signs himself as 
editorial director. The reader gave me the 
correspondence, which I find extraordinar­ 
ily interesting. 
In the first place, Billings thinks of edi­ 
tors and writers as of janitors or elevator 
boys without regard to opinions, character 
or relations to the community. For this is 
what Billings has to say on the subject: 
“ It has always been a working rule at 
‘Time, Inc.’ that a man s private life was 
his own and that his politics outside t h e 
office was not a company concern. He was 
judged on his professional perform a n c e 
here and his compatability with the gener­ 
al journalistic purposes of our magazines. 
In the case of Communists, our rule natur­ 
ally does not apply, as a matter of s e I f- 
proteetion.” 
Of course. “Time, Inc.” is en t i t I e d to 
manage its own affairs and “Life” is a pop­ 
ular and successful publication. 
Billing’s 
objectivity is, however, exciting. Apparent­ 
ly a thief, a murderer, a marijuana addict 
could be a “ Life" editor as long as he did 
not do it in the office. But can a man be 
one thing at home and another in t h e of­ 
fice0 Can a man, for instance, be a f e 1- 
low-traveler at home and a loyal American 
in the office? 
Billing’s only objection to Communists, in 
spite of all that has been disclosed in the 
Chambers-Hiss case, in the investigations 
of the House Committee on UnAmeri c a n 
Activities, etc., has to do with “self-protec­ 
tion.” It is a little hard to understand what 
self-protection has to do with a man’s pri­ 
vate life being his own and “his poli t i c s 
outside the office” is “ not a company con­ 
cern.” 
Maybe, Billings is right that a man who 
writes opinions, views, ideas, may h a v e 
private opinions at home and “ compatabil- 
ity with the general journalistic purposes” 
in the office. It is a little difficult to under­ 
stand how a man can use his mind w i t h 
such flexibility particularly when the in­ 
tellectual attitudes at home and in office 
are in conflict. 
There are men and women who say that 
they can see all sides of a question. They 
usually regard the person who adheres to a 
doctrine as a bigot. They look upon them­ 
selves as liberals and by liberalism they 
mean not the search for human liberty, but 
rather for a soft attitude, a willingness to 
avoid decisions, a rejection of the positive. 
Billings, in this curious letter, writes: 
“ Liberalism is largely a matter of degree 
and his has never gone to such an extreme 
that we were embarrassed by his outs i d e 
activities or distrustful of his journalistic 
judgments.” 
The person referred to is not indicated in 
this discussion because his name is of no 
interest.

STOCK MARKET MARGIN 
SOMEWHERE in the now 
success f u I 
campaign to get a reduction of the required 
margin payment on stock exchange trad­ 
ing. somebody began referring to margin 
as a “cash down payment” on the purchase 
of stocks. This is a half-truth. It is not truth 
at all as applied to the use of margin which 
brought government: regulation of it in the 
first place. 
-L 
A cash down payment on a purchase im­ 
plies an intent to pay the balance of t h e 
purchase price, as in instalment buying. It 
is true that margin is used in that way. It 
is used to allow an investor, who is buying 
stock as a legitimate investment, to pay a 
portion of the market price at the time of 
purchase and pay the balance later, in six 
months or a year. 
But the other and more common use of 
margin is quite different. Margin is used to 
increase the trading power of a speculator. 
It is a means by which the speculator can 
handle an amount of stocks he could n o t 
pay for. Under the present fifty per cent re­ 
quirement. a speculator with $100,000 can 
buy and sell $200,000 worth of stocks. 
He 
never really owns them, never pays f o r 
them or intends to. He only guarantees to 
the broker that he will pay a loss of up to 
fifty per cent of the purchase price if the 
stock quotation should go the wrong way, 
so that he loses money instead of making it. 
Very low margin requirements, only fifteen 
per cent at one time in the thirties, led to 
the highly inflated condition of stocks be­ 
fore the crash of J929. because speculators 
were buying and selling stocks in g r e a t 
quantities at only fifteen per cent of t h e 
quoted values. The fifteen per cent repre­ 
sented the actual investment of the traders, 
the other eighty-five per cent was borrowed 
money. 


The use of margin fo r gambling purposes 
Is dangerous to the whole national econo­ 
my. On the other hand the use of margin to 
make legitimate investment e a s i e r is a 
healthy procedure which stimulates t h e 
economy, as does credit and instal m e n t 
selling of goods on a sound basis.

Mark tells us that Jesus and 
His discip les went into the towns 
of Caesarea and Philip p i, in the 
north of Palestine, and as they 
walked along. He asked theTh 
who p eop le said He was They 
answered that some said He was 
John the Bap tist, and some Elijah 
or one of the other p rop hets 
“But whom say y e that I a m ? ” 
He asked, and Peter answered, 
rev erently , “Thou art the Christ.” 
Possibly because they thought of 
His p ower as shown in the mir­ 
acles He p erformed, they could 
not understand how any harm 
could come to Him 
Then He charged them to tell 
no one. He told them that the 
Son of Man must suffer many 
things—be rejected of the elders. 
chief p riests and scribes, and be 
killed—but that after three day s 
He would rise again 
They still could not understand. 
and Peter rebuked Him Jesus in 
turn chided Peter, say ing, in the 
words He had used to Satan when 
He was temp ted by him, “Get 
thee behind Me. Satan 
for thou 
sav ourest not the things that be 
of God. but the things that be of 
men.” meaning that Peter had no 
idea that this would naturally fol­ 
low Jesus teachings and the op ­ 
p osition it had aroused, according 
to God s p lan. 
When He had called the p eop le, 
as well as the discip les to Him, 
He told them whosoev er followed

“tread on the toes,” as we say, of 
influential people and those who 
oppose any change for fear they 
will suffer from those changes. 
As today, so it was In the time 
of Jesus. He could see clearly that 
His opposition to the leaders -Pf 
His day—the heads of the estab­ 
lished church and those with 
whom they had influence—would 
lead inevitably to His death. 
All through his ministry He 
tried to prepare His disciples for 
this tragedy—which was also His 
triumph — but 
they could 
not 
understand Him or believe that 
such could be. 
Mark tells us that Jesus and 
His disciples went into the towns 
of Caesarea and Philippi, in the 
north of Palestine, and aa they 
walked along. He asked th*%i 
who people said He was. They 
answered that some said He was 
John the Baptist, and some Elijah 
or one of the other prophets 
“But whom say ye that I am?” 
He asked, and Peter answered, 
reverently, Thou art the Christ.“ 
Possibly because they thought of 
His power as shown in the mir­ 
acles He performed, they could 
not understand how any harm 
could come to Him 
Then He charged them to tell 
no one. He told them that the 
Son of Man must suffer many 
things—be rejected of the elders. 
chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed—but that after three days 
He would rise again 
They still could not understand, 
and Peter rebuked Him Jesus in 
turn chided Peter, saying, in the 
words He had used to Satan when 
He was tempted by him. '•Get 
thee behind Me. Satan 
for thou 
savourest not the things that be 
of God. but the things that be of 
men.'* meaning that Peter had no 
id* a that this would naturally fol­ 
low Jesus teachings and the op­ 
position it had aroused, according 
to God s plan. 
When He had called the people. 
as well as the disciples to Him, 
He told them whosoever followed 
in His footsteps would also have 
to bear His cross and might suffer 
His tate, but that “whosoever 


shall lose his life for My sake and 
the 
gospel’s, 
the 
same 
shall 
save it. 
"For what shall it profit a man. 
lf he shall gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul?" 
Later, in Capernaum, being in 
a house, Jesus asked His disciples 
what they had been disputing 
about, but they were ashamed to 
answer Him because they had 
been arguing who should 
be 
greatest among them. 
About eight days later, Jesus 
took Peter. James and John and 
went up into a mountain—Mount 
Hermon—to pray. He was at this 
time far in the north—virtually 
a fugitive from His enemies. 
“And as He prayed, the fashion 
of His countenance was altered, 
and His raiment was white and 
glistening. 
“And. behold, there talked with 
Him two men, which were Moses 
and Elijah” — representatives of 
the law and the prophets. 
As these two men of old left 
Jesus, Peter said to the Master, 
“Master, it is good for us to be 
here and let us make three tab­ 
ernacles. one for Thee, and one 
for Moses, and one for Elijah.” 
Being under great excitement, or, 
as Luke tells us. “not knowing 
what he said.” Jesus made no 
answer to him. 
Then a cloud “overshadowed” 
them, and "they feared as they 
entered the cloud,” and a Voice 
came out of the cloud, saying. 
This is My Beloved Son. hear 
Him ” 
Luke tells us that ‘they kept 
it close, and told no man in those 
days any of those things which 
they had seen.” 
“And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be 
received up. He steadfastly set 
His face to go to Jerusalem.” 
Jesus might have lived quietly 
in remote parts of the country 
and avoided arrest and death, but 
His death and resurrection were 
essential to the birth of Chris­ 
tianity 
“Because Jesus accepted the 
word of God. and went forward 
steadfastly to His Cross.” as W. 
M 
Clow puts it. His work on 
earth was fulfilled, and people* 
all over the world know of His 
gospel and many strive to live 
like Him—which is the hope of 
this troubled world.
